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respectfully disagree that the claims of the present invention are not patentably distinct 
from the claims of U.S. Pat. No. 6,108,704. However, in order to expedite prosecution 
of this application, a terminal disclaimer is submitted herewith. Therefore, the rejection 
of claims 1-5 and 7-16 should be withdrawn. 

Conclusion
